Chicago—Hog and 
cattle

kets of the country Monday. Live- 
stock quotations in some cases hit 
the lowest mark of the decade. 


The drop was due largely to receipts 


of an exceptionally large number of 
heavy cattle and hogs at the leading 
markets. Banners 
apparently 
fed 


cheap corn and other feed to their 
hogs and cattle, hoping they might 
be able to take advantage of any ad- 
vance in the price of livestock. 


They are now dumping these fat- 


tened animals on the market. Instead 
of the market advancing, the bottom 
has dropped out again. 


Choice heavy steers sold at $8.15 on 


the Chicago market Monday, the low- 
est in ten years. Hogs were from 25

Slackening

It it founded on falsehood 
and greed and, unless arrested, it can 
came to no issue' except the extermina- 
tion of the Irish people.

It would seem that it has 
been both tactless and stupid. It may 
be that there is something back of its 
policy of which we do not know, but 
it is probable due to its failure to ap- 
preciate the psychology of the situa- 
tion. 


The French are determined that the 


Germans shall recognize their obliga- 
tions and drastic 
measures are in 


contemplation. It even lias been sug- 
gested that if there is further unnec- 
essary delay a foraging expedition 
should be organized to take from Ger- 
many by force such moveable pro- 
perty as may be there. It is to be 
hoped that this may not be given seri- 
ous consideration, for it could only be 
done in a way which would be dis- 
creditable to those taking part in it.

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THE RETURN TO NORMALCY 


President Harding and his cabinet are 


said to be convinced that the chief ob- 
stacle to a return to normalcy is the high 
transportation cost. They are said to in- 
cline to the belief that lower freight rates 
are the key to the solution of the coun- 
try's economic problem. The fact that the 
transportation charge in many instances 
equals or closely approximates the cost of 
products at yie source goes a long way to 
substantiate this theory. This is particu- 
larly the case with such commodities as 
coal, wheat and other grains and food- 
stuffs. How to reduce operating costs is 
the question that has thus far baffled the 
administration. Undoubtedly freight rates 
are too high. Indirectly they have been a 
factor in the curtailment of consumption 
and of production. 


However this may be. there are other 


factors in the situation which do not as 
yet seem to he adequately taken into ac- 
count A foreign policy which has had 
the effect of isolating the United States 
commercially must be regarded as one of 
the prime causes of business depression. 
American foreign trade for the month of 
March declined -$700.000.000 as com- 
pared with the month of March 1920. 
which is getting close to the billion mark. 
More than $430.000.000 of this was in 
exports alone. "Washington reports say 
that exports in some lines of commodities 
have almost ceased, and a large portion of 
this decline in foreign trade is attributable 
to the inability of Europe to buy. 


Two years and a half have elapsed since 


the armistice was signed and Europe is 
still in a chaotic state industrially and 
financially. It was inevitable that a con- 
dition of this kind could not exist indefi- 
nitely without'spreading its effects to the 
United States. The impetus of our extra- 
ordinary war prosperity carried us along 
for nearly two years despite Europe's eco- 
nomic prostration. In all that time noth- 
ing was done by this country to assist in 
the work of reconstruction. 
"We evaded 


our obligations and failed to discharge our 
responsibilities in peace to the nations we 
were associated with in war. "We are now 
reaping the consequences of that policy. 
Instead of pursuing an upstanding course 
with reference to the treaty of peace and 
the League of Nations, we have with- 
drawn from constructive contact with 
Europe under the pretense of safeguard- 
ing American1 interests that in reality 
were never jeopardized. 


Had the United States followed a con- 


sistent and straightforward path with ref- 
erence to peace it would have been a great 
power for the stabilizing of Europe and its 
return to a self-supporting basis. The 
United States is the one great nation of the 
world whose resources were not under- 
mined by the war. It is to this country 
that Europe must look more than to any 
other for cooperation in its restoration. 
Isolating ourselves from its affairs and its 
problems has had the one possible result, 
namely to delay and complicate recovery 
from the devastating and paralyzing ef- 
fecte of the crucial ordeal throngh which 
it pMeed. 


Today we find congress disposed to such 


measures as a high protective tariff and 
other political nostrums for restoring 
'American prosperity, all outworn and dis- 
credited long before the war. A tariff 
policy of this kind can only make had mat- 
ters worse, for if carried to its logical con- 
clusion it must reduce both otrr export and 
import trade. The transportation problem 
is far more of a factor in our domestic 
troubles than th,e tariff, but even it is of 
minor importance beside questions of for- 
eign policy. • 


that satisfactory assurances may be giv- 
en the allies on a definite indemnity. The 
refusal of the United States to offer its 
services in mediation has had the effect 
of spurring the government at Berlin to 
further conciliatory steps. No sooner had 
the note of Secretary Hughes been deliv- 
ered than an announcement was made by 
Germany asserting her coinple.e willing- 
ness to undertake the reconstruction of de- 
vastated France. The probability is the 
allies will reject this proposal for the ob- 
vious reason that, no matter the good faith 
under which it may be put forward, the 
difficulties that lie in the way of its ac- 
curate interpretation not only as an obli- 
gation upon the present government but 
upon those which may succeed it, are such 
as to invalidate the plan. 


In the meantime it becomes more than 


ever the duty of the United States to keep, 
out of the controversy. In principle this 
government is bound to support the allies 
in all reasonable demands for reparation. 
It would only be in the event the French 
policy was demonstrated to have for its 
purpose the economic destruction of Ger- 
many that this country could consistently 
refuse to support the allies. How that 
fact is to be determined is, of course, not 
revealed, although it is likely that Great 
Britain inclining to a similar attitude, will 
judge the issue with relative accuracy. We 
do not see how Germany can evade or avoid 
the acceptance of a specific indemnity and 
undoubtedly a settlement will be effected 
on this basis. That it will be a sum ap- 
proximately the equivalent to that de- 
manded also seems certain.

PEACE AND THE AIRPLANE 


The American people in general must 


agree with President Harding that the 
United States should formulate a national 
aviation policy, though they may not be 
able to commend unanimously the spirit in 
which the work is being begun. The ad- 
ministration appears to be under the im- 
pression that a national policy must be 
military or naval, offensive or defensive— 
that it cannot be merely internal and con- 
structive. In consequence of this it is 
misdirecting its energy. 


The first recommendation of the nation- 


al advisory committee for aeronautics be- 
gins with the statement that aviation is in- 
separable from national defense and goes 
on through every item with heavy stress 
on the military and naval significance of 
every projected development. 
The idea 


seems to be to scare congress into making 
sufficient appropriations for the carrying 
out of the program proposed. The result 
probably will be that congress will appro- 
priate money for "defense" that might 
better be appropriated for the expansion 
of internal commercial facilities. , 


One very important project, which 


should receive all the attention the gov- 
ernment can give it. is the establishment of 
new air routes for mail. Routes are pro- 
posed between Chicago and Minneapolis, 
Chicago and St. Louis. Augusta, Me., and 
Camp Lewis. "Wash., and Chicago and Ba- 
ton Rouge. La. The committee says $2,- 
000.000 will be needed to enable the ar- 
my to establish routes covering the whole 
country. It recommends that the govern- 
ment make arrangements with states and 
municipalities for local airdromes, land- 
ing fields, etc. All of this seems eminent- 
ly wise and commendable. 


Regular mail routes through the air will 


eventually become regular commercial and 
passenger routes. All our transportation 
problems will then take on a different 
color. Some will disappear. New ones 
will take their place.

Should a boy three years old be allowed to eat raw 
fruit? Is it wise to give a child of five a little tea 
or cocoa or coffee with his milfc, just to make it 
taste good? Are peanuts and popcorn safe for chil- 
dren over two years of age? What is the harm in 
givin- a healthy little girl aged four, sips of beer 
or wine? Should babies be given ice creamT 


Mv dad has to answer such questions every day, 


and "he can't find the answers in the "authorities" 
either, because all the textbook stuff published by 
doctors who consider themselves specialists on in- 
fant feeding is obsolete; indeed, the very doctprs 
who wrote it no longer practice what they preached. 
Trouble with medical textbooks is that they so often 
become obsolete before the ink is dry. I don't mean 
to imply that medicine is galloping ahead at such 
a tremendous rate, but merely that a good many 
ponderous books issued five and ten years ago were 
written around the antiquated notion that a child 
or boy is a sickly, morbid institution and requires 
invalid diet. A real, live youngster 
would 
just 


about starve if he could have nothing more to eat 
than the mollycoddle rations the average pediatrici- 
an lays down for him in his work on "How to Train 
an Infant Indigestion." 


Our folks began feeding me candy when, I was 


three years old, but always and solely after my or- 
dinary" meals, that is, I ate the candy as a dessert 
and never as a 'tween meals piece. 


Most of the fruit I had to eat up to the age of 


five years was cooked, stewed or baked. But after 
the ase of two years I was allowed to eat well 
ripened bananas with cream and sugar on, or orange 
occasionally. 
Not till I was five did they permit 


me to sink my teeth into raw apples or raw peaches 
or raw cherries or berries, though I had eaten these 
cooked for two or three years. 


Peanut butter was given me on my bread when- 


ever I preferred it to ordinary butter from the age 
of two-and-one-half years, but no peanuts until I 
was three years old, and then only small helpings 
at regular mealtimes. 


I began to eat popcorn buttered and salted, or 


popped in a kettle with lard and butter, at the age 
of three years when I had my second molars to 
help masticate the popcorn. It isn't advisable to let 
children have popcorn until they have cut their 
second molars (not the second teeth). 


Xo parent fit to care for a baby will permit the 


baby to have tastes or sips of any drug, be it tea, 
coffee, cocoa, tobacco, alcohol, morphine, strychnine 
or what not. Children under sixteen years of age 
have no need for tea or coffee; and in father's judg- 
ment they have no need for cocoa until after the 
age of twelve years. Tea, coffee and cocoa are cere- 
bral, heart and kidney stimulants, varying in de- 
gree of action on these organs; children require no 
such stimulation and 
are 
frequently 
seriously 


harmed by such drugs.

that boys and girls 
"touch,

shove" each other, 


Haskin 
and that they talk 
a b o u t 
"things, 


events, processes and subjects" which 
the young men and women of his day 
never mentioned at all. By this lat- 
ter circumlocution, the learned doctor 
is trying to tell us, without making 
himself blush, that men and women 
now frankly discuss matters of sex. 


This plaint against the deterioration 


of our manners has been heard so 
often of late that the subject seems to 
require study. What are good man- 
ners and what purpose do they serve? 
Are our manners really deteriorating 
or merely changing? 


After consulting a number of the 


greatest authorities, living and dead, 
on the subject, we are unable to an- 
swer these questions, but can pass 
on to the reader some of the informa- 
tion acquired and let him try to 
answer them for himself. 


The scientists seem agreed that the 


manners of society are rooted to a 
great extent in fear—the fear that in- 
dividuals have of each other, and that 
the individual has for society as a 
whole. 
This point is emphasized by 


Mrs. 
Elsie Clewes Parsons, an able 


American woman anthropologist. 


In support of this view it may be 


shown that manners have always been 
most formal and perfect where both

and grace to life. They lubricate per 
sonal contacts, saving friction, and a

social spectacle. It is natural that Dr. 
Eliot and his contemporaries should 
resent the passing of formal manners 
from so much of our life. 
They are 


in some respects a genuine loss. 


At the same time, there is something 


gained. We are leas formal with each 
other in part because we are less 
afraid of each other. Hence, if there 
is less of formal grace in our inter- 
course, there is more of spontaneity 
and genuineness. It is easier to "get 
at a man," to make a friend of him. It 


1 is also easier for men and women to 
, get along with each other. Surely the 
frank discussions which take place toe- 


roadsides which took place in Vic- 
orian days, if we can believe the 
lovelists. 
Fear no longer play* such a Urge 


part in social relations, but fear IB not 
he only motive in manners. A feetinf 
jf kindness and amiability also .finds 
expression in them. It is this which 
gives them spirit, as fear gives them 
orm. Now the form is gone, but the 
pirit has not been abolished. We all 
tnow people whose natural sweetness 
makes their* manners charming al- 
hough they are anything but formal. 
The trouble is that vulgarity, bad 
taste, brutality, also have free play 
where the formalisms have been aban- 
doned. 
In a country such as early 


Victorian England or our own ante- 
bellum south, children were taught a 
code of manners as rigid as the rules 
of chess. 
On certain occasions they 


must bow in certain ways. There were 
set forms for saying and doing every- 
.hing.' The cad and the dolt could thus 
be given a semblance of courtesy. They 
would lack the grace which is lent by 


fine spirit, but their acquired for- 


malisms would keep them from being 
offensive. 
Any one, if caught young 


enough, can be taught the outward 
form of manners. Even monkeys have 
jeen trained to good table manners. 


The case seems to be, then, that the 


decay of formal manners has added 
;o the spontaneity of human inter- 
course, and where natural good taste 
and good feeling prevail, it has prob- 
ably not detracted from the charm of 
social life. On the other hand, it has 
undoubtedly given free play to vul- 
garity and bad taste and feeling, and 
tias caused the social spectacle as a 
whole to deteriorate. -You may con- 
sider it a gain or a loss, as you choose, 
but in either case you may comfort 
yourself with the thought that it is 
inevitable. There will be no return to 
the days of formal courtesies anc 
long gallant speeches. We have come 
to care more for directness and hon- 
esty than for grace and 
artificial 


beauty.Manners and Character 


Beyond a doubt the decay of forma 


manners has made life more difficull 
for those who have strong feelings of 
irritation or resentment to conceal 
Formal manners tend to conceal these 
things 
automatically. 
The 
proper 


speeches and gestures are made from 
long habit while the inner man may be 
boiling. That good manners are some 
times a sort of heroism is pointed ou 
by Nadal, an American writer and an 
acute social observer. He notes the 
salient'fact that pleasant manners are 
relatively easy for those who are hap 
pily adjusted to life and well cared for 
who encounter little opposition. 
Bu' 


they are another matter for the man 
or woman who is cast for a fighting 
part ui life, who i3 thrown into the 
struggle with nothing but his abilities 
and is forced to develop and assert 
them in the face of every kind of op- 
position. Ejuch persons inevitably -gen- 
erate a certain amount of bitterness, 
which it is hard to keep out of speech 
and action. Again there are some to 
whom the conventions and customs of 
society seem pleasant and easy, and 
others whom they gall at almost every 
contact. 
In these, too, a restrained 


and pleasant manner may be little less 
than a heroism.

manners of an individual it is always 
well to take into account how much

The camp is located on Onaway 


island, in beautiful Rainbow lake, the 
largest of Chain-o'-Lakes, "Waupaca. 
Camp is reached by taking the Soo line 
to AVaupaca and the electric line to 
Wisconsin Veterans home. The camp 
is situated 20 feet above the water. 
It has sandy soil.- The island is for- 
ested with birch. 


Everything essential to a good camp 


is to be found on the island. There is 
a largo wooden mess hall with an ex- 
cellent kitchen. A fireplace at one end 
affords a place where indoor gather- 
ings can be held when the weather is 
inclement. Sleeping quarters are pro- 
vided in khaki tents, 12 by 14 feet in 
size, with board floors. Each accom- 
modates eight boys on individual cots, 
with one scout as tent leader. Plenty 
of rowboats and canoes are available 
under proper supervision. 


Just enough disciplinary work, ath- 


letics and other activities will be in- 
cluded in the camp program to keep 
the boys contented and happy.

A special committee of the legisla- 


ture has spent two years studying the 
pension bill and recently made 
its 


recommendations 
to the committee 


before 
which Mr. Rohan appeared. 


The proposed law provided pensions 
for all teachers 25 years old or over. 
Those under 25 may come under its 
provisions if they desire. Five per cent 
of the teacher's salary goes into the 
fund, and the state pays in anywhere 
from 50 to 200 per cent. Amount of 
pensions depend on length of teach- 
ing service, thus furnishing an induce- 
ment for teachers to remain in the 
profession. 


Mr. Rohan told the committee that 


it -cost the taxpayers 
of "Wisconsin 


millions of dollars every year because 
of the number of overage children in 
the public schools. He said an aver- 
age of three out of ten pupils was 
overage, and this condition is blamed 
largely to the fact that enough com- 
petent 
teachers are not available. 


About 14% per cent of the pupils are 
victims of the present system, and it 
cost $2,800,000 to keep these children 
in school, he said. The proposed law 
would cost the state a million dollars, 
he said, but would save the state sev- 
eral additional millions.

Rohan 
argued that capable 


teachers 
could reduce this overage 


problem to a minimum, but that pres- 
ent conditions in the teaching profes- 
sion 
caused thousands 
of talented 


teachers to leave after a few wears' 
service for other reasons than mar- 
riage. The assurance of a substantial 
income after they retired would keep 
these people in the profession, and 
Mr. Rohan urged passage of the bill 
for this reason.
